Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments have been considered 
but they are not pursuasive. The Applicant argues Moiser does not disclose applying a respective different correction factor to each of 
the one or more corresponding pixel level values based on a respective one of the one or more viewing angles associated with the each. 
However, this is known in the art taught by Mosier (line 66 of column 29 to line 16 of column 30 and abstract; it is noted that selected 
pixels (one or more correponding pixels) will have different values based on the respective viewing angle). Also see line 14 of column 26 
to line 53 of column 27 of Mosier. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner has combined an excessive number of 
references, reliance on a large number of references in a rejection does not, without more, weigh against the obviousness of the claimed 
invention. See In re Gorman, 933 F.2d 982, 18 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 
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
